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Government Tables Newspaper

James Madison, the leading spirit in the preparation 
of the First Amendment to the U.S. Constitution, thus 
described the guarantees of liberty of the press: “The 
great and essential rights of the people are secured 
against legislative as we!l as against executive ambition 
They are secured, not by laws paramount (o prerogative, 
but by constitutions paramount to laws. This security of 
the freedom of the press requires that it should be ex- 


empt not only from previous restraint, (contro! of 


publication) by the Executive, as in Great Britain, but 
from legislative restraint also.” Report on the Virginia 
Resolutions, Madison's Works, Vol. LV, p. 543. 

Mr. Chief Justice Hughes, in delivering the majority 
opinion in Near v. Minnesota, 283 U.S. 697 (1931), 
where Minnesota had successfully restrained a 
newspaper from publication for their circulation of 
“scandalous” information stated, “Charges of reprehen- 
sible conduct, and in particular of official malfeasance, 
unquestionab!y create a public scanda!, but the theory of 
the constitutional guaranty is that even a more serious 
public evil would be caused by authority to prevent 
publication.” 


Members of the Hornet newspaper staff and 
concerned students filled the small La Playa room in the 
cafeteria to learn the outcome of a lingering issue. The is- 
sue involves the future of the school newspaper, possibly 
it’s existence, and in many cases the future of its editors 
and staff members. 

lhe Board of Fiscal Matters (BOF M) was to vote on 
whether or not the Hornet should receive more funds, in 
the fortn to token payment for the editors. This issue has 
been postponed several times in the past. If the BOFM 
voted against giving additional funds, the members of 

the newspaper staff were prepared to take drastic 
measures and stop putting out any news. 


The crowd was tense but quiet, waiting anxiously for 
a decision. A member of the Board of Publications 
presented a verbal proposal to the BOF M and answered 
several questions asked by board members. The dis- 
cussion was carried onin sucha cont using manner thata 
member of the Board had to ask three different times 
“What is going on?” 


A few members of the crowd, unable to keep quiet 
any longer. spoke out in an attempt to clarify points of 
discussion. One member, who had voted on all previous 
issues and went on to vote on all following issues 
decided, that he wasn't informed enough on the Hornet 
issue to vote. 


“I didn't know about it till last Thursday,” he said 
and made a motion to table the vote till next week. The 
vote was seconded and the BOF M (supposedly the voice 
of the students) indicated their approval of waiting. 
Members of the audience looked at each other 
bewildered. 


A second motion was made to vote on it immediately. 
It received a second, but again the BOFM (supposedly 
the voice of the students) indicated that they favored 


waiting. 


A startled group of students left the meeting shaking 
their heads. “What happened?? I can’t believe it... My 
stomach is churning .. . My life has been postponed 
another week.” 


These were some of the comments from those who 
seemed confused about the vote and procedures. Many 
still didn’t know who had voted for or against the matter 
and they still seemed uncertain about the outcome. 


So the decision concerning the future of the Hornet 
has been delaved one more week. 


“Were it left for me to decide whether we should have 

a government without newspapers, or newspapers 

without a government, I should not hesitate a moment 
to prefer the latter.”
